Highway Dept. 
Makes Survey 
Of State Bridges 


The Alabama Highway 
Department is conducting 
a state - wide survey of 
bridge safety, 

Engineers from the De- 
partment’s eight highway 
field divisions met in Mont- 
gomery this week to begin 
a detailed analysis of ine 
spection procedures and 
standards which assure the 
safety of the  state’s 
bridges, 

The purpose of the study 
according tohighway main- 
tenance engineers, is to 
inspection proce- 
dures uniform throughout 
the state and insure strict 
enforcement of maximum 
safety standards, 

Second state in the nae 
tion in miles of waterways, 
Alabama has fifty major 
river bridges. Thousands 
of smaller structures span 
minor streams, creeks, 
and bhayous, 

Inspection and repair of 
all bridges on the state 
highway system is the re- 
sponsibility of the Depart- 
ment’s maintenance bu- 
reau. Regular inspections 
are conducted in the eight 
field divisions, 

Routine procedures in- 
clude annual inspections of 
all bridge foundations dur- 
ing the summer months 
and clean-up work in the 
fall to avoid fire hazards, 
More frequent inspections 
are made to discover pos- 
sible defects caused by 
weather and traffic loads, 

During floods and per- 
jods of high water, emer- 
gency crews work round 
the clock to keep bridge 
piers free from damages, 
caused by driftwood.

thorough and continuous in- : 


vestigation of inspection 
practices on Alabama’s 15, 
000 highway bridges, And,

You might 
think that the brown leaves 
are from the frost and cold 
weather we’ve had, but it 
could be spider mites, 


In many cases, the 
browning doesn’t result 
from cold weather, but 


from spider mites, Heavy 
infestations of these pests 
feeding on the underside 
of leaves cause discolora- 
tion of leaves and partial 
defoliation. This affects the 
plant’s ability to bloom and 
grow normally. 

Examine your azaleas’ 
leaves carefully to deter- 
mine whether or not they’ re 
infested with spider mites. 
If the insects are present, 
start treating immediately 
with either Dimethoate or 
Dicofol. Follow recom- 
mendations on the con- 
tainer’s label for mites, 

Thorough coverage, ese 
pecially to the underside 
of the leaves is important. 


PECANS 

The other day while at 
Mt. Pleasant Extension 
Homemaker Club some of 
the members present ask. 
about fertilizing pecan 
trees. So here are a few 
tips on what to do now, 

One of the first es- 
sentials for producing good 
crops is for the trees to 
make new shoot growth of 
4 to 12 inches each year, 
Adequate fertilization, es- 
pecially with nitrogen, is 
necessary to produce this 
new growth, Bearing trees, 
20 years or older, should 
have about 8 pounds of 
actual nitrogen applied no 
later than March 1, Most 
of the new growth will oc- 
cur in May, so the nitro- 
gen must be applied early 
enough to be available

It will alsobe necessary 
to spray the trees through 
the spring and summer to 
prevent damage by insects 
and disease. 

It is important to buy 
permanent press garments 
long enough and large 
enough, since they cannot 
be altered satisfactorily.
